Wheeler Introductions for 1949 


Ballet Girl. A star shaped crimson flower, shading to pink toward 
the petal edges and with a distinct almost white border around the 
petals. Mcdium size, recurrent bloomer, scapes 32” tall with up 


to 44 flowers. $7.50 


Cellini. A beautiful break in flower form. Rounded, overlapping 
petals of soft sulfur yellow. Scapes are 38” tall with up to 27 large 
flowers. Recurrent bloomer in south. Perhaps Wheeler’s best 


to date. $12.50 


Empress. We are introducing this as a bicolor for northern gardens. 
One of the most contrasty bicolors we have tested. Purple-maroon 
petals and golden yellow sepals slightly dusted. In the south the 
sepals are more deeply shaded. Large flower, wide segments. Scape 
3° tall with many flowers. $6.00 


Muscat. <A very deep mahogany-garnet flower with almost black 
shadings at the eye zone and throat. The scapes are over 3’ tall, 
well branched, with medium large flowers at midseason. Excellent 
contrast with lighter sorts. $7.50 


Sabrina. A most unusual flower. Magenta self with a copper over- 
lay. Wide much recurved segments somewhat twisted. Stalk 40” 


tall, well branched. Late midseason. $7.50

Amherst. A large, beautifully formed flower with purple petals bi- 
sected with cream white lines. Yellow throat. Scapes 42” tall 
with up to 38 flowers. Proliferations sometimes present. A breeder’s 
delight for its lovely form and beautiful violet-purple color. Still 


rare. $12.50 
Angelus. A very lovely wide petaled sulfur yellow flower. Scapes 
about three feet tall. Recurrent bloomer. $3.00 


Billie Burke. A large, tall and striking bicolor. Rosy-red to maroon 
petals, yellow sepals. Flowers long lasting. 36” stalks. Mid- 
season. $4.50 


Blackhawk. A deep chocolate-maroon flower with golden throat. 
Cup shaped with wide petals. Scapes 30” tall; Late June-July. $4.00 


Bobolink. Medium small purple-yellow bicolor. Segments very wide 
and overlapping. Scapes 45” tall with up to 37 flowers. Recurrent 
blooming with proliferations. Some of our best new seedlings are 


from Bobolink. $7.50 


Brackel. A deep mahogany-rose flower with a stitched petal pattern 
resembling brocade. Color varies from day to day. A vigorous 
grower and recurrent bloomer in the south. A most unusual novelty. 


Zip atal leafy: $3.50 


Brandywine. A rich garnet flower with purple eye zone, orange 
throat. Opens flat with wide segments. Sepals recurve somewhat 
behind overlapping petals with twisted tips. Very fine form and 
COlOL mou, = tall $3.50 


Cerise. The strikingly beautiful coloring of this flower comes from its 
rosy-crimson overflush on a ground of scarlet. Throat golden orange. 
Tall and imposing its fine form adds to the majestic effect. Three 
feet in height with up to 40 flowers. Highly recommended. $5.00 


Chanticleer. A bright crimson self with a violet sheen. Throat and 
petal midribs are orange. Medium large, regular form. Sepals 
more recurved than petals. 30” tall, midseason. $4.00 


Demi-Tasse. <A dainty dwarf bicolor; magenta-maroon petals and 
yellow sepals. 16” tall with up to 34 three inch flowers. $3.00 


Duncan. Large, early blooming deep maroon-red. One of the best 
early reds, now at a low price. Should be in every collection. 


S6¢etall: $2.00 


Easter Morn. A daylily of distinction. Forty inch stalks carry the 
large, amaryllis like flowers of deep buff yellow, brushed lavender 
brown at the midzone. We like to recommend this fine creation. 


Late midseason. $5.00 


Ganymede. A flower of unusually fine form in delicate, beautiful 
coloring. ‘The petals are raspberry rose, very wide, creped, frilled 
and tightly recurved. The sepals are flaring, somewhat quilled, 
sulfur yellow dusted the petal color. 42” ta]l with up to 42 flowers. 
Often reblooms in autumn. $7.50 


Haile Selassie. A very large and bold flower of purple with pro- 
nounced midribs of orange. A very striking color combination. Has 


had as many as 46 flowers on 42” scapes. $7.50 


Halo. A flower of very lovely form, floriferous and a strong grower. 
The medium yellow petals are very wide at the center and pinched 
at the tips. The recurved sepals give a triangular effect to the 
shape (see photo). Four foot stalks with more than forty flowers 
give a jaunty display with their deeper dusting at throat and petal 
tips. Sometimes gives second fall bloom and stays open evenings. $3.00 


Hazel Sawyer. A medium large flower of laurel pink with yellow 
throat. Fast grower making clumps rapidly. 38” stalks with up 
to 45 flowers. A fine pink at a moderate price. $3.00 


Luridum. A large, bright scarlet-red flower with recurved petals and 
sepals somewhat twisted. There are golden veins in the segments 
and a greenish gold throat to add distinction. A fine garden sub- 
ject and one of the brightest large reds. $7.50 





Martha Washington. When Mr. Saxton visited Wheeler’s nursery 
he thought this the most outstanding flower there. The flowers are 
of perfect form, rich old rose in color, and carried on three foot, 
multiflora stems with as many as 65 buds per stem. Introduced last 
year it has already gained fame throughout the country. It is still 
very rare and reservations will be accepted in order of receipt. $12.50 


Mohawk. A flower of very deep maroon-purple tone, not large but 
most effective for so deep a tone. Star shaped, segments recurved 


on tips. Midseason. $5.00 


Naranja. Mr. Wheeler’s entry for the finest orange. A clear, deep 
orange self even deep in the throat. It has great beauty of form 
and well grown plants have given flowers seven inches in spread with 


petals 1-7/8” wide. The petals are ruffled and irregularly recurved. 
3’ tall, midseason. $7.50 


Ohred. Ohred is a shade deeper and more velvety in tone than Lur- 
idum. It is quite tall, and well grown stems have carried up to 60 
flowers. Has proliferations and often gives a second crop of blooms. 

A real spot of garden color. $3.50 


Royal Lady. A butterfly like flower with intriguing form. The petals 
are flaring and pinched at the tips, violet-purple shading lighter at 
the edges. The recurved sepals are yellow flushed with the petal 
color at the edges. A delightfully formed flower creation in con- 
trasting colors. Four foot scapes carry forty or more flowers.

Ming Toy. A beautiful bright red dwarf. An improved Tom Thumb. 
Flowers over a long season, its many 16” stems covered with petite 
3” ruby flowers. Makes a wonderful rockery or edging plant.

Ruby Supreme. A show winner and still rated a leading ruby red. 
Its garnet to ruby flowers are very large with fine full form, carried 
on medium tall scapes with up to 45 flowers. A collectors item. $5.00 


Scarlet Sunset. As brilliantly glowing as a flaming sunset this med- 
ium size, regularly formed flower actually looks as if on fire in the 
garden. Even the buds are orange-scarlet. Is receiving acclaim 


everywhere. $6.50 


Tarrytown. A large roundly recurved flower in one of the deep 
wine shades, close to claret, possibly a bit more purple. Four foot 
stems carry up to 36 flowers. A fine plant for the background of 


the border. $5.00 


Vega. An elfin flower in purple dress which looks right up at the 
garden visitor. The 3” flowers are full with overlapping segments. 
Planted with Demi-Tasse and Ming Toy it completes the rockery 
picture. $3.00

RAJAH (Stout). Deep orange with garnet eye-zone. Brilliant color. 
RALPH WHEELER (Hayward). Crinkled light yellow, dusted at throat. 
SACHEM (Stout). Very fine tall velvety bright red. Midseason. 
SERENADE (Stout). Pastel pink and yellow. Very dainty.

The Saxton Daylilies 


For several years Mr. Saxton has been developing new hybrids especially 
for the short seasons and extremely cold conditions of his Adirondack garden. 
He has been especially interested in the pink-rose color range, and in fast 
growing, floriferous, rock hardy selections. We highly recommend these for 
northern conditions. 


Myrna (1948). A_ rosy-violet self, near magenta. Large flowers 
with wide segments recurved at the tips and veined deeper. Scapes 
30”, somewhat arching with 25 or more buds. Very hardy and 
showy. $5.00 


Rosash (1948). A large, irregularly trumpet shaped flower. Petals 
frilled, color Attar of Roses (M&P 4H10) with embossed lighter 
edge. Robust, hardy plant with scapes about 38” tall. Makes a 
lovely clump. $5.00 


Shepherdess (1949). A lovely pastel pink on 42” stalks with flow- 
ers faced somewhat upwards. The crinkled petals are Ibis Pink 
(M&P IAI0). Stands up under adverse conditions and increases 


rapidly. A gem in the light pink shades. $5.00 
Taffy (1949). A large flower in a delectable shade of Golden Glow 


yellow, overlaid on the petals with an iridescent flush of pink and 
pastel tones (M&P-9C8). The six inch flower is gracefully recurved 
like a turks cap lily. $5.00 


Zebra (1948). A brick red and orange bicolor which has been out- 
standing in our northern garden. <A fast grower with many stalks. 


30” tall, midseason. $2.00 


Mixed Wheeler Daylilies for Borders and Parks 


Daylilies are particularly effective planted in drifts along drives or 
massed in mixed colors in large borders.
